withdrawal comes In the form of a 
request) for permission to retire from 
command of the forces In the 
• i'ar 
east. No reason Is given for his sud- 
den retirement. The czar will grant 
permission at once and a new com- 
mander will be sent from St. Teters- 
bnrg. The retirement of Alexlcff Is 
the source of much speculation. 
It 


Is believed that he has not been act- 
ive enough In his preparation and 
advances Into Korea to appease the 
war party/ and the czar.

battleship Peresvlct and the cruiser 
llayan were badly damaged, especial- 
ly the latter. This fully substantiat- 
ed the first news sent from a trust- 
worthy source, to the effect that, in 
spite of the official special dispatch 
merely recording tho fact that the 
Pctropavlovsk was .blown «p by 
a 


mine, the truth was that a severe en- 
gagement had taken place and that 


other ships were damaged. 


Japs Are Ready

entire lower part of Hay street, from 
Wellington street to the lake front, 
hnr. been destroyed by tire at an euti- 
mntpd lofiB of sio.nno.niio. 


The flre started In Wellington street 


lit 9 o'clock Tuesday nlfiht and soon 
was beyond control. 


Ono fireman Is mUnlng and n num- 


her of others wore Injured, but it Is 
not thought there Is any considerable 
loss of life. 


The burned section is confined al- 


most entirely to tho wholesale dis- 
trict, which Is a mass of ruins.

will ho several days lioforo the UKIFOS 
of tho various llrn.s nn;l Individuals 
can bo flxod. 


The flro started In n 
factory 
In 


Wellington Mrcel. 
In less than an 


hour the names bad >pread from build- 
ing to building on both sides of the 
streel until the whole block was n 
mass of flames nnd the tin? was be- 
yond control of tr.o local department.

Whole' Block Is Burned. 


From Ihe Currlo warehouse on Wel- 


lington street, where It originated, the 
fire spread with astounding rapidity 
to the west, destroying the buildings 
occupied by (lie ICckhart Casket com- 
pany, Warwick Rros. & Rutlnr. and 
W. .1. fSage & Co., nnd then made a 
clean sweep up Wellington street to 
tho Queen's hotel. 


Tho thick flre walls of tho hotel 


and the concentrated efforts of the 
flni-flphters stopped the llamos them, 
but in the meantime tho flro had swept 
aoioss the street, nnd the block of 
buildings from Flay street west to tho 
National club wns wlpo-l out. 


At that time the firemen believed 


that the tire was under control, but a 
shift .in the wind sent the llamos roar- 
Ing ilown Hay street. 


Tho efforts of the flro department 


won: directed to confining the 
flro 


/ono to the ono thoroughfare whore- 
ever possible. Several frame buildings 
which threatened to cause a spread 
of Hi..- flro were blown up with dyna- 
mite 


Whifn tho flro reached Holland ft 


Sons' wholesale hardware warehouse 
there wore numerous explosions as 
the flro reached the sporting depart- 
ment, and a steady fusillade of cart- 
ridges was heard for about

Boys Run Barefoot 


"A few days a«o I'lecelveil nn In- 


vitation from one of 
my 
middle 


school friends to attend the 'Undok- 
•wal* or athletic meet of his school. 
Never having attended a function of 
this sort I decided to go. The school 
•where the meet was hehl Is one of 
the more Important grammar schools 
and Is situated In the heart of the 
city on the edge of one of the parks, 
under the shadow of some of the Im- 
portant 'government, Imlldlngs. 
All 


about the school Is a high wall, and 
In front Is an Imposing gate. 
On 


showing my ticket I was admitted, 
and on tho Inside -was welcomed by 
ono of the students who showed mo 
where to check my wheel. an:l direct- 
ed me to the path leading to the 
grounds at the hack where the meet 
was In progress. 


"An eighth of a mile track had 


been laid out In the center of the 
grounds and around this twits ,and 
shelters of all sorts were grouped. 
Most of the students stood out in the 
sun after the manner of otir own 
students on the 'side lines.' 
I Join- 


ed these and was just In time to see 
the start of a quarter mile run. The 
•whole school (all boys, of course, as 
In Japan there

Some Real Obstacles

the boys crawleil. and If for an In 
slant a head came up under that bob 
Mng net. It was through a hole, am1 
the owner, pushed forward by tht 
crowd behind, was more or less se 
curely caught. The second obstacle 
was a bottomless barrel suspended 
liy chains from end to end from n 
swinging beam hung In the middle 
It Is hard to Imagine n more unsta- 
ble contrivance, and when two boys 
were wedgeil In the same barrel Its 
contortions were 
simply 
pathetic 


The third obstacle was a in-fool bot- 
tomless'sack, held open at the start- 
Ing end by. a barrel hoop.

TO REFORM CIVIL SERVICE. 


Dill Is to Be Introduced In the House 


by Mr. Gillett. 


Washington. April 20.—Tho ;housa 


rommlltee on reform In the civil scrv 
ice authorized Chairman Gillett to In- 
troduce tho following bill with refer- 
ence to superannuation In the govern- 
in cnt'service: 


'That upon the 30th day of June. 


3907, every office In the classified serv- 
ice of the United States held by a per- 
son who Is then over 70 years of age 
shall become vacant. After the 30th 
day of June, 1907, every office In tho 
classified service of tho United States 
shall become vacant when tho person 
holding It shall become 70 years old." 


The committee directed Mr. Olllett 


to report all pending bills granting 
pensions to civil employes of tho gov- 
ernment to tho house, with the recom- 
mendation that they lie on the table. 
Also that he draft a hill reclasslfylng 


. tho clerical service of the

ment, with a view to providing for 
more frequent promotion In the small- 
er salaried positions.'
